Eiver since the’ Autumn meeting at 
Yonkers began, Finnegan's: Band has 
been waiting to play. ‘‘ The Wearing of 
the Green ’’ in honor of a triumph for 
James Butler, President of the Empire 
City-Racing Assotiation, and the band 
did not wait in vain.

The last time theband played ‘‘ The 
Wearing of the Green '"’ at Empire City 
Was one day last July, when Bally won 
one of the greatest. triumphs of his 
career by taking the measure of S. C. 
Hildreth’s great Lucullite. But, even 
with the surprise that attended that 
victory, there was scarcely any more 
cheering than yesterday, when Bally 
again rewarded his friends. 

Bally had no such opponent as 
Lucullite to subdue yesterday, and it 
was something of a surprise to those 
who had followed both horses to find 
that the Coe. racer had been made a 2 
to 5 favorite, while Bally was being of- 
fered at 2 to 1. Over There had indi- 
eated in his last previous start that he 


Was over-raced, and that he was no 

longer at top form. But the fact that 

Over There had beaten Bally in a race 

‘at Aqueduct was taken as the evidence 
‘ that he would do it again. 

There had been only three named for 
the Eclipse Handicap, and J. Dona- 
hay, withdrew his Cromwell to run him 
in another event on the card, thus leav- 
ing the contest to Over There and Bally.

For six-furlongs the two horses raced 
on even terms.

To the six-fur- 
long pole it seemed that Over There 
was runnixg just as strongly as the 
Butler horse, and those who backed the 
favorite were confident. But at the _be- 
ginning of the far turn Kummer began 
to move up with Bally, which was run- 
ning on the inside. | Bally gradually 
drew away until he had a lead of a 
length. e two ran in this position 
to the head of the stretch, where Fair- 
brother gave Over There a lash with 
the whip and endeavored to go to the 
front. 

That was the end of the race as far as 
Over There was concerned. He made 
one’*leap: forward, then seemed to tire 
suddenly’ and lose all his speed. He 
swerved in the course, an coming 
through the final furlong, seemed to be 
staggering rather than running. He 

8, thoroughly tired and unable to 

ntain any speed. Mean Bally 
had raced with fine speed ‘drew 
away so rapidly/in the stretch, that he 
was ten lengths in front at the wire.

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A NOTABLE BOOK NUMBER. 

The Fall Book Number of Tue New 
York Times Book Review, which will 
appear as part of tomorrow's issue, 
conveys a general view of the publish- 
ing field in what is held, by those in 
the book trade,. to be the most remark- 
able book season ever known in this 
country, and is besides notable in the 
number of distinguished contributors. 
Two: hundréd of the. principal books 
published this Fall are described in 
summary, and ft is interesting to find 
that, while the tendency in fiction is 
to get away from the war and its

STOKES RESISTS ALIMONY. 


Says. His Income Has Dwindled to 
$49,675 Last Year. 


William E.-D. Stokes submitted to Su- 
preme Court Justice Gavegan yesterday 
affidavits and letters {n cpposition to an 
application by his wife, Mrs. Helen El- 
wood Stokes, for alimony and counsel 
fees pending the trial of his suit for 
divorce brought against: her last Janu- 
ary, in which he insists that the divorce 
suit was not brought as the result of a 
conspiracy to, deprive her of a share in 
his property. 

Mr. Stokes attaches <o his affidavits 
a letter which he says was written by 
his gon on Jan. 1 ‘ast, addressed to 
“My, Darling Pop,” in which tre son 
refers to his: stepmother, as.‘ Helen” 
and says he is “sorry to say” he was 
guilty of improper sOnduct with her at 
Narragansett, Pier last Fall. Mr. Stokes 
said he was ill in New York at the time 
his’ wite and son‘iwwere at the seashore 
and that influenza’ and pneumonia de- 
veloped later. .He submits affectionate 
Tetters written by his wite to him at the 
time, in which she concludes, “ Loving- 
ly, Helen.” 

Mr. Stokes declares that nearly all the 
statements made by his wife in her 
answer to his complaint concerning his 
wealth are untrue: He -says he never 
told her that he ‘‘ couldn’t begin to 
spend his income,’’ and says that what- 
ever ‘income remains after the payment 
of his living expenses is used to reduce 
his indebtedness and to pay the interest | 
on his debts. His Kentucky farm is not | 
worth more than $1,000,000, he says. 
He paid only $54,500 for the 370. acres 
comprised in it, and it is taxed. at only | 
$60,550 this year. His ofily other realty 
holdings are a parcel at Long Beach, 
mortgaged for $15,000, and of doubtful 
value; two houses at Yonkers, worth ! 
$10,000,. which have not paid expenses 
for years, and a place,at Cornwall, N. 
Y. He has no property in Virginia and 
is not the principal stockholder in the 
Kensico Cemetery or in any other cor- 
poration. He submits figures showing 
that for the last three years his income 
was as follows: 1916, $92,127; 1917, $61,- 
098, and 1918, $49,675. including the sum 
he paid in taxes. He says his income 
this year will be still less, but that he is 
continuing to pay his wife $500 a month

These little trees produce 
fruit the first year’ after transplanting, 
and because only the choicest: varieties 
are trained in this manner their use

Commissioner Gallatin commended the 
Manhattan gardeners, all of whom had 
received inspiration at the little garden 
in bryant Park, ‘or .the enormous 
amount of vegetables they had- produced.

FRANCE IS FAST LOSING. 
THEBALANCE OF TRADE 


Imports $800,000,000 Over First 
8 Months of 1918—Exports 
Inctease $140,000,000. 


PARIS, Oct. 1§—Statistics of the 
Customs Department, showing that the 
balance .of trade is running against 
France atthe rate of 1,750,000,000 
francs a month, throw light upon the 
depreciation of French éxchange. Im- 
portations for the first eight months of 
the year total 18,500,000,000 francs, 
which is about 4,000,000,000 francs more 
than ‘those of the same period of 1918, 
while exportations amounted to™‘only a 
little ‘more than 4,000,000,000 francs, 
showing an increase of about 700,000,000 
francs over the corresponding period of 
the year before. 

Food .products entered into the\ total 
unportations to the amount of 5,000,- 

000,000 francs; industrial supplies, 8,000,- 
000,000 francs; and manufactured arti- 
cles, 5,000,000,000 francs. The biggest 
Single item of importations is wheat, 
amounting to 1,395,000,000 francs, as 
compared with 92 000,000 francs in 1910. 
imports of sugar and coffee show an 
enormous increase over the normal. 
Cotton’and woolen cloth enter into the 
total of industrial supplies tq the ex- 
tent of 750,000,000 francs of the increase. 
These figures have made a great impres- 
sion here and are being used td advocate 
a renewal of the campaign for vigorous 
restrictions in consumption and inténsi- 
fied efforts at production. 


EXPECT BIG EGYPTIAN ORDER

Get a. £500,000 Contract.

‘LONDON, ,Oct. 17.—The Daily Mail 

says that British locomotive buildérs are 
considerably exercised over the prospect 
of a contract for fifty locomotives of 
medern type, worth at least £500,000, be- 
ing placed with an American firm by 
the Egyptian State Railways, which 
usually buy about four-fifths of their 
locomotives and rolling stock from Great 
Britain, 

If this contract should go out of Eng- 
land it would mean a,loss of some £%00,- 
000 in wages, and it is alleged by British 
firms that the conditions under which 
they were invited to bid did not afford 
them sufficient time. : 

The American firm g6ncerned has in- 
formed a representative of The Daily 
Mail that the contract has not yet been 
definitely let, ‘‘ although we expect it is 
going to be, all right.”

‘‘A large part of the world, he said, 
‘“‘is in want and misery, subject to the 
guests of mental passion which lead to 
Bolshevism. Meanwhile, the great, free, 
democratic America, talks, while the 
world wuits. 

‘*“One cannot plan to giant credit to 
a nation when there is no certainty. that 
nation will continue to exis In_ this 
condition lie Czechloslovakia;s the King~ 
dom of the Serbs, Croats and Slovenes, 
Greece, Poland and other States. 

“How shall we carry out the sugges- 
tion that we must furnish the goods and 
the means of payment for them? Let me 
suggest an idea based upon recent legis- 
lation. We must have means of. credit 
adequate to the demands; updn us. : That 
means a credit-providing organization 
beyond anything we have ever known, 
too big for the banks, too big for’ the 
manufacturers, tou big for the mer- 
chants and farmers, and only to be made 
big enough by combining the support in 
the form of an effective organization of 
all these forces. Let us suspose a great 
ereqemeatice with $500,000,000 of capital 
or, perhaps, ~$1,000,000,000. Into it are 
combined all the commercial oups I 
have mentioned. It must be inclusive of 
the whole round American commercial 
interest. That organization could take 
the sécurities, in v: forms and 
amounts; of nations, States, provinces, 
cities, utilities, industries, railways, an 
of other forms of corporate activity, and 
could so distribute its undertakings as 
to average the ris. 

‘‘ Against these’ securities it .should 
issue its own debentures at a commercial 
rate of interest and in, amounts that the 
big and little investor might purchase. 
These would be invested in our enter- 
prises, and so the good work would 
go on,”’
